Thirty Personi Killed, Many Injured* 


Buildings 
Demolished. 


Constantinople, Feb. 16.—A number 
of houses and government buildings 
at Sylvas, in Asiatic nrk ey, collapsed 
today as the result of a earthquak e. 
It is reported that 
thirty persons 
W'ere k illed and many others injured.

Of particular importance 
is 
the 
president’s recommendation 
for the 
establishment of a federal children s 
bureau; the enactment of such legis­ 
lation as w ill bring the lavvs and prac­ 
tices in regard to the care of depend 
ent children in all federal territory 
into harmony, and certain legislation 
in behalf of dependent 
children 
in 
the District of Columbia. 
Tlie pres­ 
ident believes that such legislation »s 
important not only for the welfare of 
the children im mediately concerned, 
but important as “ set'ting an exam­ 
ple of a high standard of child pro­ 
tection by the national government to 
the several states of the Union, which 
should be able to look to the nation 
for leadership in such matters.” 
The president also transm its with 
his message to congress a copy of 
the conclusions, together with the fub 
text of the proceedings of the recent 
conferences here on the care of de 
pendent child^’en, in accordance wit 
»he request of that organization. 
De 
d aring that their conclusions “ consti 
tute a wise, constructive and progress 
sive program of child-caring work, 
the president says that if “ given full 
effect by the proper agencies, exist 
ing methods and practices in almost 
every community would he profoundly 
and advantageously modified.” 
Statistics showing the large nuin 
her of dependent children in the conn 
try are presented by Mr. Roosevelt 
“ Each of these 
children 
represent* 
either a potential addition to the pro 
ductive capacity and the enlightened 
citizenship of the nation,” says the 
president, “ or. if allowed 
to 
suiTe 
from neglect, a potential addition to 
the destructive forces cf the commu 
nity. 
The ranks of crim inals and olh 
er enemies of società 
are recruited 
in

undue proportion 
from children bereft of their natiua 
homes and left 
without 
sufficion 
care. 
The interests of the nation ar* 
involved in the welfare of this army 
of child. 
no less than in our great 


m aterial a ’fairs. 
In urging a children’s bureau, one 
of whose duties w ill be to investigate 
a report upon all matters pertaining 
to the welfare of children and ch'io 
life, the president points 
out 
that 
“ the' national government is the only 
agency which can effectively conduct 
such general inquiries as are needed 
for the benefin of all our citizens.” 
“ It is not 1 ily discreditable to us

lating to ch terife,” declares the pres­ 
ident, “ but the ae absence of such in­ 
formation ?d thould be supplied bv 
the federa 000 d^rnment many abuses 
have gone iff w icked; for public sen 
timent, wi moth great correctie pow­ 
er, can on!

It is a convention for the purpose 
of stim ulating interest in the tariff as 
a business proposition ra the r than as 
a political proposition.

senate by Mr. P.everidge, of Indifina. 
and the other offered in the house by 
Mr. Foxxler, of New Jersey.
